and night. 
Apparently the allied commanders 


have abandoned the policy of sudden 
thrusts^at chosen points and are re* 
lying .on a constant hammering over 
a wide front in the belief that soon- 
er or later the iron 
German 
ring 


must either break or crack. 


While there 
is little immediate 


prospect of sensational developments 
in' the battle area the political sit- 
uation remains fraught with many 
possibilities. The latest news from 
Russia indicates that the crisis in 
that country continues acute and the 
-menace that Russia may either with- 
draw from the entente or be plung- 
ed into chaos still throws its shadow 
over the future. 
The Russian radicals are appar- 


ently as determined as ever to re- 
ject the war program of England 
and Prance, but they show almost as 
much reluctance as Berlin to define 
their precise aims. A conference is 
projected at which the coalition gov- 
ernment will be asked for a frank 
statement as to its position and there 
are uncomfortable rumors that the 
Russian radicals intend to attempt 
to force 
repudiation 
of Russia's 


treaties with-the other members of 
the "entente. 


On the credit side of the account 


is the rising tide of 
indignation 


against Germany-in Scandinavia and 
Spain. -The-anti-German faction in 
'Sweden has-been" powerfully rein- 
forced by the action of the Germans 
'in sinking three Swedish grain ships, 
in violation of their own agreement 
to respect the safety of the vessels. 


Spain is still awaiting a reply to 


her protest over the sinking of the 
Spanish steamer Patricio, also 
de- 


stroyed while sailing under a Ger-

point and swept down Boulevard 
for a block. On the south side of 
Ponce de Leon avenue a wide resi- 
dence street, the 
burned area ex- 


tended from North Jackson 
stieet 


some seven blocks east of Peachtree 
street, the principal business section, 
out almost to the baseball park 
It was the greatest fire in Atlan- 


ta's history since 
Civil War days 


when General Sherman decreed that 
it must be burned 
In property loss 
and hardships it was even greater, 
for the city that General Sherman 
destroyed had only 10,000 inhabi- 
tants. 


Destitute persons from the burned 
area which included negro homes 
and costly residences of white peo- 
ple, were cared for by the local Red 
Cross and the Associated Charities. 
Hundreds were fed last night and 
today and lodging was provided in 
the Auditorium Armory, the negro 
Odd Fellows hall, churches, private 
hotels.' 
Preparations 
were com- 


pleted today to feed 5,000 people. 
Relief work got under 
way early, 
several thousand dollars being sub- 
scribed in a few hours.

VINES FOR SHADE. * 


What to ChooM to Screen Your Porch 


or Your Back Fence. 


Vines for sbadingr purposes require 


dense .growth. One ot the ways to get 
this after the proper ones have been 
selected is to Insure good soil, plenty 
of water and frequent cultivation. 
Vine* must make their growth quickly 
and uninterruptedly 'to make good 
screening or shading, and for this rea- 
son hardy perennial opes are best. 


To show rapid terpi growth a vine 


must have a large coot mass. This 
can be assured by planting in a spe- 
cially prepared trench br pit excavated 
to a depth of eighteen inches. If the 
subsoil is hardpan or sticky clay, 
drainage material consisting of broken 
stones, large clinkers from the furnace 
ot other mineral rubbish, should be 
put in the bottom to a depth of three 
inches. 
Dense growing vines are gross feed- 


ers and soon exhaust the soil in the 
trenches if It is not naturally good and 
kept up yearly. All those recommend- 
ed prefer a soil with an alkaline re- 
action, which is secured by the use of 
lime. If a good soil is not available 
make one from chopped up .sods or 
good garden loam, adding one-third 
the bulk of well rotted horse manure. 


For screening a north porch there is 


nothing better than the Dutchman's 
pipe vine (aristolochia), a vigorous and 
rapidly growing vine, bearing when 
grown hi sunshine brownish flowers 
resembling a pipe. 


Another good vine for the north 


porch la tbe new form of the Virginia 
creeper, known as Ampelopsls engel- 
manni, with very dense foliage of a 
light green color turning to crimson In 
the fall. 


Both these vines for shaded places 


should be cut off a foot from the 
ground every whiter and new shoots 
run up every spring, as this insures 
a more dense growth of foliage. 
.Tbe blgnoria when grown, semi-dwarf 
Is a good vine for the trellis. It bears 
profusely large trumpet flowers and Is 
a rank grower. It should be cat back 
to m foot in height annually as it tends 
to make coarse stems If allowed to 
grow at will 


Tbe hop Tines (Hnmulus bepuhu) are 


very good for screening from the son, 
growing Tory luxuriantly. 


The cuonrmus is especially food for 


low porches, where a dense shade is 
desired. It is evergreen and of a deep 
green color. 


Many persons like honeysuckle for 


shade, and it is good if properly 
grown so that the foliage Is well dis- 
tributed all over the tines. In order 
to accomplish this it should be grown 
on a trellis of wide mesh so that 
it can be cat back to tbe porch 
floor each whiter and tb« old growth 
removed. Frequent clippings during 
the season will insure a continuance of 
bloom during a longer period. Tbe 
best variety for screening Is balteana, 
yellow and white and T«y fragrant.

Her last 
sentence was carried out less than 
three years ago, when she was trans- 
ferred at seventy-one from noisome 
Kirensk a full 2,000 versts farther 
north and east to frozen Yakutsk. 


Some idea of the misery to which 


Mme. Breshkovskaya has been con- 
demned for more than half her long 
lifetime may be gathered from her own 
grim statement, "Every place in Sibe- 
ria has its own peculiar poison." 


To a friend whose affection she had 


gained on her visit to America in 1904 
this grand old woman of Russian lib- 
erty and of world liberty wrote a few 
months ago a letter which breathes an 
indomitable spirit. It also discloses the 
pathos of a great tragedy. She wrote 
in this letter: 


"Every minute when I am out of 


doors I am followed by a row of po- 
licemen, and one of them enters the 
honse and even the apartments where 
I am staying. 


"It'is not difficult to wait There are 


so many excellent moments in my life. 
They arc a part of my existence. 


"Do not be sorry for ciy eyes. The

ment for an increase in salary.

ferred to a committee that the em- 
ployes might present- their 
claim.

provided extra police protection for 
a designated district. 
Mr.

administrative powers of the safety 
director and chief of police. He de- 
clared that the measure should pro- 
vide for an increase in the number 
01 patiolmen and that the safety di- 
rector be allowed to dispose of the 
men as he sees fit. 


Councilman Adams, who offered 


the measure at the request of busi- 
ness men, he said, thought the meas- 
ure should be passed for them. 
He 


said there was a continual demand 
for more police protection but that 
when it was offered, it was criti- 
cized and voted down. 
Mr. Beadle 


offered to support the measure if 
two men were added, without desig- 
nating where they should serve and 
Mr. Adams called his attention to 
the fact that an effort was made to 
amend Mr Alexander's police ordi- 
nance, now in force, increasing the 
number from IS to 20 but that it 
was voted down and that Mr. Beadle 
voted no. 
Mr. Beadle said he did 


not recall the incident. 


In calling the meeting to order, 


council broke all previous records, 
getting down to business only a half 
hour late. 
The usual delay is 45 


minutes to an hour. Last night they 
started '"promptly" at 8 o'clock. 


All members 
were present 
but 


there was a derth of city officials. 
Of course Solicitor Norpell. Auditor 
Dodd and Director Christian 
were 


present but other officials were ab- 
sent. 


The public service committee, re- 


porting on the proposal to install an 
incinerating 
plant, 
recommended
